Hereas a great many Perſons, Inhabitants in and 
abour the Citties of London & Weſtminſter, South. 
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- wark and parts adjacent, and-1n other Cities and 
Towns in England, make uſe of the Ground fronting their 
Houſes, and adjoyning thereunto, which they have no Right 
to, or Property in; and have made Vaults and Cellers un- 
der the Streets, Lanes, Yards, Paſſages, Alleys and Courts, 
which prove of great Uſe and Advantage to them, and dan- 
gerous to Carriages, Horſes and Men, by often falling in. 
Wherefore it is hambly Propoſed tothe Wiſdom of the Ho- 
nourable Houſe, that there be a Tax of One Perny for eyery 
Foot Square in. the length and breadth yearly upon all Vaults 
and Cellars thar are not directly under the Houſes, , And that 
che Cheif Officers of ever Pariſh & Precinct do take an Account 
of all:fuch Vaulrs & Cellars aforeſaid, : and cauſe: the fame to 
be truly meaſured, & to return a true Account of the ſame un- 
-- dertheir Hands with the Names of.the Perſons that pretend to 
own them or uſe them, that there may be regular Books made + 
for that purpoſe. And to ſave the Charges of Collecting the 
Money Ariſing from every Vault and Cellar. Thar all che 
Perſons be oblidged to bring their Money: half yearly to ſuch 
Place or Places, and to ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall be ap- 
pointed by A# of Parliament, ander a penalty therein menti- 
oned, to be Levyed by Diſtreſs or Attachment againſt the 
Perſon offending. And if any Perfon ſhall make any new 
 » Vaults or Ccllars, that he ſhall give notice to the Receiver, 


that it may be meaſured and entred in the Book kept for that 
purpoſe aforeſaid on a penalty by the ſaid AR. _
